‘The gauge of the Canton-Samehui line ia 4 
feet 8) inchos, the same aa that of the pro- 
posed trunk, from Poking. , 

‘The lineSpened yertorday does not reach 
Samshui, yt stops short about two miles 
from tho tofn. Thodelay m this scctlon 
was occasioned by the repaated mubajdence 
of the soil, owing to tho heavy rains oxpe- 
rienced of late in that district. ‘With the 
returt of tho dey weather, , however, 
a foundation ‘will be secured on which
